The d eve lopm e nt of a railroad is both a cause 
and an effect of the dev e lopm e nt of its 1 rritory. 
As a railroad improves its service in a d v a nc e of 
current re qu irem ents by providing more and 
better facilities it stim ulates the d ev e lopm e nt of 
agriculture, industry and com m erce in its te rr i­ 
tory.
